JAMES J. HINES IS TAKEN 
TO SING SING TO BEGIN TERM 


Former Tammany Chief Says, “I’m 
Going to Take My 
Medicine.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Still protesting his, innocence, 
James J. (Jimmy) Hines, for more 
than 25 years one of New York’s 
most powerful political bosses, de- 
parted today for Sing Sing prison 
to begin a 4-to-8 year sentence for 
protecting the $20,000,000 gambling 
syndicate of the late Arthur 
(Dutch Schultz) Flegenheimer. 
The 63-year-old former Tammany 
district leader whistled, then broke 
off to add, “I’m not going to let 
this get me down. I’m going to 
take my medicine.” 

Alone, Hines walked into’ the 
courtroom where in less than a 
minute he was remanded to the 
Sheriff, and his bail on which he 
had been free since April 4, was 
discharged.

WILLKE ASSAL 
ROOSEVELT FO 
RECKLESS TAL 


Expresses Concern That 
President May Drive Na- 
tion Into War for Which 
It Is Unprepared. 


ABOARD WILLKIE TRAIN EN 
ROUTE TO SYRACUSE,N. Y., Oct. 
14 (AP).—Wendell Willkie said to- 
day he was concerned that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt “by a reckless state- 
ment may do something or say 
something that drives this great, 
peaceful country into war at a time 
when it is wholly unprepared.” 

“We must, if we possibly can, 
keep this great land at peace,” the 
Republican presidential nominee 


told cheering audiences at Schenec- 
tady and Amsterdam, N. Y. 

“Taking this country into war 
when it is inadequately prepared 
is worse than betrayal of the coun- 
try. It is just taking men _ to 
slaughter and to murder.” 

In both talks he asserted that a 
political party can be judged by 
its type of campaign. 

“But what has the other side 
done?” he asked. “The National 
Democratic Committee engages in 
a@ smear campaign .%. . while the 
candidate himself, refusing to dis- 
cuss the issues of the campaign, 
indulges in lofty speeches about 
foreign affairs. The important 
thing to the electroate is what is 
going to happen to this precious 
land of ours.” 

Willkie said the President’s 
statements on foreign affairs “must 
end.” He told how he and two 
brothers fought in the World War 
and how other members of his fam- 
ily engaged in non-military war 
work. 


Barton Cites “Mud Slinging.” 


Before Willkie spoke at Utica, 
Bruce Barton, Republican nominee 
for Senator, said that a pamphlet 
distributed last week for a division 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee “probably marks an all- 
time low in the history of mud 
slinging in a political campaign.” 

Willkie repated that principles 
of honesty, frugality, thrift and 
spirituality were essential to the 
operation of democracy. He added 
he had heard nothing from Wash- 
ington recently about the principles 
he named. 

Willkie asserted that he was “a 
little more timid than Bruce Bar- 
ton,” but that, because the latter 
had referred to Thomas G. Cor- 
coran in his introductory speech 
he would 
refer to that master mind.” Cor-

ALL TO REGISTER 


Asks Employers to Make It 
Possible for Men to Go 


to Places in Home Dis- 
tricts Wednesday. 


Complete list of city and 
county draft registration offices, 
which will be open from 7 a. m. 
to 9 p. m. Wednesday, starts on 
Page 1B. A similar list of the 
registration places in East St. 
Louis is on Page 6C. 


With all plans prepared for 
registration Wednesday of more 
thar. 130,000 young men in St. 
Louis and St. Louis Count, under 
the Selective Service Act, chief 
registrars of the 783 precinct reg- 


istration places in the city will 
meet at Municipal Auditorium at 


8 o’clock tomorrow nivht to be 
sworn and receive final instruc- 


tions. 

No meeting of the 214 chief reg- 
istrars is scheduled in the county, 
as they are being sworn as they 
call at the Election Board office 
at Clayton for registration supplies. 
About three-fourths of the 214 had 
been sworn this morning. In both 
city and county, assistant regis- 
trars will be sworn by the chiefs 
when they report for duty at 6:45 
a. m. Wednesday. Registration will 
be between 7 a. m. and 9 p. m. 
Gov. Stark, in a statement to- 
day, officially called attention to 
tre registration and asked em- 
ployers to make it possible for 
employes to present themselves at 
their home precincts. He warned 
of the heavy penalty, up to five 
years in prison and $10,000 fine, 
for failure to register and added 
that men would be permitted to 
resister at laces other than in 
their home precincts only when 
distance made it impossible to re- 
port at the home precincts. 


Stark’s Statement. 


The Goveronor’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“On Wednesday, Oct. 16, approxi- 
mately 530,000 Missouri young men 
between the ages of 21 and 35, in- 
clusive, are expected to register at 
their regular voting precincts inder 
the Selective Service Act of 1940. 
“As Governor of Missouri, I am 
charged with the responsibility for 
making this registration effective 
and complete, In order to accom- 
plish that purpose, I am calling 
upon all employers to. co-operate 
by making it possible for male em- 
ployes from 21 to 35 years old, in- 
clusive, to present themselves at 
their home voting precincts some- 
time between the hours of 7 a. m. 
and 9 p. m. on Wednesday, Oct. 16. 

Exception for Absentces. 

“In cases where the distance to 
be traveled makes it impossible to 
register at the home precinct, it 
is permissible for the registrant to 
appear at the nearest registration 
place in any city, county or state 
where he happens to be on registra- 
tion day. However, it is not per- 
missible for a man residing in one 
part of a city to register at an- 
other voting place in that city, 
merely because it happens to be 
convenient. 


“T am grateful for the fine spirit 
of patriotic service which has im- 
pelled veterans’ organizations and 
others to supply registrars.

BUCHAREST, Oct. 14 (AP). — 
Both Germany and Soviet Russia 
are reported to be speedily 
strengthening their military posi- 
tions in the strategic area near the 
mouth of the Danube today. 


Russia is said to be mobilizing 
picked troops along the lower Dan- 
ube between its junction with the 
River Prut and the Black Sea, on 
the southern border of Bessarabia, 
and to be hurriedly building large 
gun emplacements along that line. 
German plans to build a naval 
air base near Constanta, Rumania’s 
main Black Sea port, were author- 
itatively reported. Preparations 
were made for the arrival of a 
German naval mission to join the 
Nazi army, air force ani general 
staff officers alrezdy.in Rumania. 
It was said the naval officers 
would supervise construction of 
the Constanta «base. 


Guns Around Oil Fields. 


High-ranking Nazi officers con- 
tinued collaboration with the Ru- 
Manian general staff for defense 
of this kingdom’s oil fields. Ger- 
man anti-aircraft guns were re- 
ported already set up around the 
borders of the fields, and German 
fighter planes, air and land forces 
are on hand. 

The Germans also were reported 
supervising construction of anti- 
aircraft emplacements between the 
Danube and railroad tracks at 
Giurgiu, big Rumanian river oil 
port. 

Thirty members of the British 
Legation staff, including naval and 
military attaches, and 40 other 
members of the British colony in 
Rumania left Bucharest today by 
train for Istanbul. The British, on 
he verge of a diplomatic break 
with Rumania, said hundreds of 
their nationals will have left on 
Black Sea ships by Thursday. 


British Oil Man Freed. 


The British Legation announced 
that Alexander Miller, director of 
the expropriated Astra-Roman Oil 
Co., had been released by Ruma- 
nian police and cleared of suspi- 
cion of attempted sabotage. Five 
other Britons, however, remained 
in custody. 

The reported sinking of two Ru- 
manian patrol boats by Soviet mon- 
itors aggravated the tension in Ru- 
mania. Well-informed sources in 
Bucharest said the vessels were 
sunk recently in simultaneous ac- 
tions, one at Chilia, a river port 
on one of the branches of the 
Danube at the Bessarabian border, 
and the other in the Star of Istan- 
bul Canal which leads out of Chilia 
to the Black Sea. 

Rumanian authorities also 
charged that Russian vessels sta- 
tioned at Shilia had violated Ru- 
manian territorial waters in the 
last four days. 


Refugees Tell of Activity. 


Refugees from Cernauti, chief 
city of Northern Bucovina which 
Russia won by ultimatum last 
summer, reported that besides 
mounting long range guns at the 
junction of the Prut and Danube 
rivers, the Russians had concen- 
trated a large fleet of fast naval 
craft along both rivers and were 
moving great masses of troops to- 
ward the frontier. ° 

They said the whole Cernauti 
region was beirig turned into a 
vast military encampment, that ci- 
villians had been ordered’ out aud 
that workmen were building an 
immense airport, "which the -cefu- 
gees said was for a concentration 
of 300 fighting and bombing planes. 
Many Russian river ships of a 
special type not explained in the 
reports are said to be massed on 
the Prut at Leova, in Bessarabia.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull indicated 
today that naval and air-base fa- 
cilities were involved in discus- 
sions with various South American 
countries, but said that there was 
no question of any change in sov- 
ereignty. 

He said that exchanges were tak- 
ing place regarding all phases of 
hemisphere defense and that any 
talks relating to facilities, resources 
or methods were within the scope 
of the Havana and Panama inter- 
American conferences. 

Asked about reported delays in 
concluding leases on air and naval 
base sites recently acquired from 
Great Britain, Hull said he had 
heard of no obstruction on the 
part of anyone concerned. 


Paraguay Said to Have Agreed to 
Emergency Military Air Base. 
BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 14 (AP). 
—Establishment of United States 
military bases in Argentina, Bra- 
zil, Uruguay and Paraguay was 
reported today under discussion 
between military missions from 
Washingto nand the governments 
of those countries. 

Talks, these reports said, either 
have been concluded or still are 
in progress on plans to base United 
States fighting planes and ships 
in South America if the co-operative 
hemisphere defense plan is put 
into action. 

In Brazil, informed sources said, 
these plans include a naval base 
at Belem, an air base at Manaos 
and possible another at Barreiras. 
They said that discussions in Ar- 
gentina and Uruguay were still un- 
finished but that in Paraguay, it 
has been agreed to establish a com- 
mercial air base which would be 
available to military craft in an 
emergency. This plan was under- 
stood to be under study at Wash- 
ington now.

BOMB KIEL, WILHELMSHAVEN 


Attack Krupp Works at 
Essen, Plants at Ham- 
burg, Airports Deep in 
Germany and ‘Invasion’ 
Ports on Channel. 


LONDON, . Oct. 14 (AP).—In 
ever-widening raids carried out by 
bombers flying “blind” through 
snow and sub-zero weather, the 
Royal Air Force reported smash- 
ing blows early today at vital 
German naval bases and war stores 
deep in the Reich. 

Naval bases at Kiel, Wilhelms- 
haven, Hamburg and Blohm and 
the vast Krupp armament works 
at Essen, oil stores and airdromes 
deep in Germany, as well as Nazi- 
held invasion ports, were blasted 
time after time, the Air Ministry 
said, in weather which made instru- 
ment flying necessary all the way. 

Many raiding crews’ reached 
their targets only to find clouds 
hanging almost to the ground, an 
Air Ministry account said, but 
openings in the mists gave them 
a chance to dive through and un- 
load their bombs squarely on their 
objectives. 

Returning pilots told of bombs 
exploding like firecrackers among 
naval docks at Kiel. At Wilhelms- 
haven, momentary gaps in the 
clouds enabled them to drop bombs 
on two main shipping bases. 

It was the same story at Blohm 
and Hamburg, where the sprawl- 
ing Voss shipbuilding yards were 
attacked. The pilots reported red 
glows reflected in the skies told 
of hits on their objectives. 

Coal Tar Plant Attacked. 

“Weather conditions in the Ruhr 
were a little better,” the Air Min- 
istry related, “but another bomber 
forced detailed to attack a large 
coal tar plant at Duisberg, where 
nearly one-half of Germany’s coal 
tar is distilled, finally succeeded in 
reachjng their target after a 
glimpse of the factory’s tall chim- 
neys through a gap in the clouds. 
A large fire was seen to creak out.

Both engines 
of one bomber went dead near Bor- 
kum, its pilot reported, but began 
functioning again afetr a long glide 
to the English coast and he re- 
turned to the attack and bombed 
shipping and docks at Flushing. 
Other bombers heavily attacked 
intermediate ports from Ostend to 
Le Havre. Despite heavy anti-air- 
craft fire and the necessity of fly- 
ing almost altogether “by ear” only 
one raider was lost, the British as- 
serted. 

The new attacks followed Royal 
Air Force operations in which the 
British credited their flyers with 
the recent sinking of two Nazi 
transports, killing more than 3000 
German troops, off Lorient, Ger- 
man-held French port. 

The Ministry did not disclose 
when the troop-carrying ships were 
sunk off Lorient, one of the ports 
Britons have been told the Germans 
have made ready as an invasion 
base. The ships apparently were 
bombed at night. The Government 
received its information from “a 
neutral source,” the Ministry said. 
The power station at Lorient was 
reported attacked again Saturday 
night.

ATTACK CAPITAL 
AFTER DARK. SET 
NUMEROUS FIRES 


Fierce Assault Follows 
Scattered Day Forays 
Over England — Two 
Earlier Thrusts at Lon- 
don Beaten Off. 


LONDON, Oct. 14 (AP). — Tha 
Nazi air force smashed at London 
early tonight with fierce, constant- 
ly maintained attacks which set 
widespread fires and which observ- 
ers declared to be the severest 
night assaults the capital has suf- 
fered in its more than five weeks 
of steady punishment. 

There was virtually no let-up in 
the first hour and one-half as the 
German planes sailed through the 


autumn mist in moonlit skies. 

London’s firemen worked steadily 
to keep the bomb-started fires from 
getting beyond control. 

The German planes came over in 
groups and, judging from the drone 
of their motors, in considerable 
numbers. 


Heavy Defense Fire. 


The first planes brought only a 
few suburban defense guns into ac- 
tion, but the batteries set up a 
louder and louder rumble as the 
minutes passed. . 

Some night workers caught on 
the streets dived into gutters when 
bomb crashes sounded close. 

Engine roars indicated the raid- 
ers were coming over low. 

One German bomber was report- 
ed have dropped his whole load of 
bombs in a cluster on the crowded 


British dispatches said that in 


one public shelter there a woman 
and her three children were blown 


from one end of the structure to 
the other, but escaped almgst un- 
hurt. Four persons with them 
were killed. 

The night attacks began after 
what the Government described as 
“comparatively small scale” activ- 
ity during the day, following up 
night-long raiding in which casual- 
ties were heavier than usual. The 
Government said a few persons 
were killed today and some damage 
done in South and Middle England 
by single planes. 


Raiders Beaten Off. 

The British reported the daylight 
raiders were beaten off in their two 
thrusts at London by fighter planes 
and anti-aircraft barrages. 

Night bombers were reported over 
Liverpool, also am objective of day 
attacks, a northwestern town and 
a town in the southwest. 

A huge four-engined German 
bomber which flew over a capital 
suburb during the day was unoffi- 
cially reported to have crashed 
after being crippled by anti-aircraft 
fire. 


Four blocks of flats in one Lon- 
don area were struck by two bombs 
in a pre-dawn attack. 

One hit a shelter, killing two per- 
sons and injuring a number of 
others. 

The British Press Associaiton 
said it was believed that three or 
four nuns and several other per- 
sons were killed when high explo- 
sive bombs demolished a convent 
and six houses in the London area 
last night. 

More than 200 families had to be 
moved from one area of a town 
in Western Scotland where two ex- 
plosive and three time bombs were 
released. 

One Nazi plane discharged five 
bombs in a power dive on an 
East Anglian town this morning 
and several houses were wrecked.

‘Attack Near London. 


Another raider dived out of the 
clouds and dropped two bombs on 
a town near London, one destroy- 
ing four houses in a row and caus- 
ing some casualties, some of them 
fatal. Heavy ground fire drove the 
raider away when it attempted an- 
other attack.

SOFIA EXPECTS NEXT 
FEW DAYS TO DECIDE 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
The Balkans, apprehensive’ over 
possible spread of the European 
conflict, watched Germany increase 
its military strength in Rumania 
today and heard reports that So- 
viet Russia was massing troops, 
planes and guns along the Soviet- 
Rumanian frontier. 


Barracks in two army camps in 
Central and Southern England 
were destroyed, the Germans as- 
serted. 

At the mouth of the Thames the 
crew of one fighting plane carried 
out “an especially audacious dive- 
attack on a strongly protected con- 
voy of 18 merchantmen. As the 
plane had no more bombs aboard, 
it attacked with machine-gun fire, 
setting the stern of one ship afire,” 
the high command stated. 

All through yesterday and last 
night, the Nazi war directorate re- 
ported, light and heavy fighting 
Plane units as well as squadrons 
protected by chaser units raided 
Britain so repeatedly that “only 
short pauses” ensued between the 
attacks. 

Raids on Reich. 


The report minimized the effect 
of British raids on Reich territory, 
relating that little damage resulted 
in North and West Germany from 
“bombs planlessly dropped” which 
hit no military or industrial objec- 
tives. 

DNB, official German news 
agency, reported several dwellings 
in Germany were damaged and 
part of a factory railroad siding 
at one point was torn out. There 
was no air raid alarm in Berlin 
last night, but the high command 
in reporting on Saturday night’s 
raids admitted that the “enemy 
pressed forward at several places 
in Germany” and .that “several 
planes” reached Berlin. Numerous 
localities in The Netherlands and 
in North and West Germany were 
bombed, it was said. 


Although numerous persons were 
killed and wounded in Berlin and 
the other places in Germany, the 
high command asserted that dwell- 
ings and a dike were all that suf- 


In Istanbul and Athens, where 
British ties still hold, and in Sofia 
and Belgrade, where German influ- 
ence is dominant, official circles 
seemed agreed that the next few 
days may show whether the Bal- 
kans will be drawn into war. 

Turkey, guarding the outlet to 
the Mediterranean, appeared de- 
fiant of the Nazis and hopeful of 
eventual Russian support. 

Bulgaria, which stands as a buf- 
fer between Turkey and Rumania, 
was seen by observers as confront- 
ed with a difficult choice: Either 
to carry “military co-ordination” 
with the Axis to new lengths or 
to reaffirm definitely its policy of 
“peaceful neutrality.” 

Turkish Radio Reports. 

Although the Turkish radio and 
press openly asserted that Ger- 
many aspired to drive through the

Additional au- 
thorizations and appropriations, he 
gaid, were required for waterway 
and flood-control improvements as 
yital aids to national defense. 

“We must see that the public and 
our representatives in Congress 
are properly informed on this sub- 
ject. We have not forgotten the 
lesson of the last war, when our 
transportation facilities broke 
down and the nation was forced 
to turn in the emergency to unim- 
proved rivers to help move war 
supplies.” 

“Citadel of Defense.” 

The Mississippi Valley as a “cita- 
de] of defense” also was the theme 
of Maj. Gen. Julian L. Schley, chief 
of army engineers, who pointed out 
that relocation of industries in the 
interest of national defense was 
one of the first steps taken by 
Germany when it began openly to 
rearm in 1933.

U. S. SUPREME COURT 10 ACT 
IN $12,000,000 GOLTRA SUIT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. 
The United States Supreme Court 
consented today to review the deci- 
sion rendered last April by the 
Court of Claims, awarding $350,000 
and 6 per cent interest for 17 years 


to the estate of Edward F. Goltra 
of St. Louis. The estate’s claim 
was for losses sustained when the 
Federal Government, in 1923, took 
over a fleet of Mississippi» River 
towboats and barges which were 
under lease to Goltra. 

Both the Government and the 
Goltra estate appealed from the 
award of the Court of Claims. The 
Department of Justice asked for a 
review of that part of the decision 
awarding interest. The estate’s ex- 
ecutors contended that the princi- 
pal of the award should have been 
greater. 

Goltra, who died in April, 1939, 
had sued in his lifetime for about 
$12,000,00, making his claim in- 
clude prospective profits from his 
use of the barge fleet. The Court 
of Claims limited-its judgment to 
actual damages. The Court of 
Claims, however, took a different 
view of the seizure from that taken 
by the Supreme Court, in a decis- 
ion in 1926, which held the action 
taken was fair.

HOUR EXEMPTIONS 
CHANGED BY NEW 
WAGE LAW RULES 


Overtime Pay Not to Be 
Required for Persons in 
Certain Classifications 
Earning $200 a Month. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
The Wage-Hour Administration, in 
revised regulations governing the 
exemption of executive, administra- 
tive, professional, retail trade and 
outside sales employes from the 
hours restrictions of the labor 
standards law, has decided that per- 
sons who come within the official 
definition of certain of these classes 
need not be paid overtime for work 
in excess of 40 hours a week 
they receive a regular monthly sal- 
ary of $200 or more. 

The revised rules, however, do not 
apply to persons earning $200 a 
month or more whose work does 
not come under these special clas- 
sifications. 


Effective Oct. 24. 

The rules are effective Oct. 24 
when 40 hours becomes the stan- 
dard work week for all workers 
covered by the wage-hour law. The 
present maximum work week is 42 
hours without overtime pay. Of- 
ficials were unable to estimate how 
many persons would be affected by 
the revised rules. 

Most interstate commerce enter- 
prises will be affected, it was said. 
In brief, the revised definitions 
are as follows: 

Executive: An employe, paid at 


‘ment duties, the power to hire and 
‘fire, and who does no more than 20

Tense After 
Shooting Laid to Chinese 
—Honkew Area Barri- 


caded Two Hours. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 14 (AP).—A 


shot fired at an automobile carry- 


ing Japanese navy officers caused 
the Japanese army to close off Jap- 
anese-occupied Hongkew from the 
rest of the International Settlement 
for two hours today. 

An unidentified Chinese was said 
to have fired the shot, which did 
not hit the officers. Their cnauf- 
feur was injured by windshield 
fragments. 

Police reserves were rushed into 
Hongkew, but after two hours bar- 
ricades were lifted. 

The shooting heightened tension 
in the International Settlement, al- 
ready made anxios by reports of 
renewed Japanese pressure on 
France and American and British 
disputes over authority in the set- 
tlement. 

Shanghai Chinese were excited 
by reports that Chinese had recap- 
tured Chapoo, 60 miles southwest 
of Shanghai on Hangchow Bay. It 
was at Chapoo that Japanese forces 
landed in the fall of 1938 and out- 
flanked the Chinese defenders of 
Shanghai. 

Informed persons sa.d the Jap- 
anese were directing increased ‘at- 
te tion to the French Concession 
here, as well as preparing new 
steps to extend their control in 
French Indo-China.

The Supreme Court agreed to 
pass on litigation challenging the.

Bridges’ Contempt Appeal. 

Harry Bridges, West Coast la- 
bor leader, contended in a brief 
filed with the court today that 
suppression of petitions to the 
Government would violate “a basic 
element of a democratic form of 
government.” 

The brief urged the court to set 
aside his conviction for contempt 
of court resulting from his sending 
a telegram to Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins criticizing a deci- 
sion hy the Los Angeles superior 
court. 

The democratic foérm of govern- 
ment, the brief asserted, “requires 
the conduct of public affairs pub- 
licly. Therefore, to dény the right 
to make public a petition is ef- 
fectually to deny and nullify the 
right to petition.” Bridges argued 
he “was denied due process in that 
his right to follow a lawful occu- 
pation, that of a labor union offi- 
cial, was unduly impaired by the 
contempt judgment.” 

He was given the alternative of 
paying a $125 fine or serving five 
days in the Los Angeles county 
jail. The Supreme Court will hear 
arguments on the controversy late 
this week.

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SENATE APPROVAL 
FOR DYKSTRA IS 


DELAYED BY HOLT 


Confirmation of Draft 
Chief Under Suspension 


of Rules Blocked ‘“‘as’ 


Matter of Principle.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Immediate confirmation of Clar- 
ence A. Dykstra to be director of 
selective service was blocked today 
in the Senate by Senator Holt 
(Dem.), West Virginia, who object- 
ed as a “matter of principle.” 

Holt made his objection despite 
pleas of Democratic Leader Barkley 
(Dem.), Kentucky, and Senators 
Burke (Dem.), Nebraska and Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, that he permit 
immediate confirmation by unani- 
mous consent. 

The chamber then agreed to meet 
tomorrow to consider the nomina- 
tion. Unanimous consent will not 
be required at that time. 

Holt said he had “no personal 
objection” to the appointment of 
Dykstra, that in fact he considered 
it to be “one of the good appoint- 
ments of the President,” but said he 
did not “like the idea of the Senate 
confirming a man without the peo- 
ple having an opportunity to pro- 
test if they so desire.” 

The House completed congres- 
gional action today on legislation 
authorizing creation of State “home 
guard” units to replace National 
Guard troops called into active 
military training. 

The measure provides that such 
new units could not be called into 
Federal service but their members 
would be liable for the draft. The 
War Department would be author- 
ized to supply the new groups with 
equipment and arms. 

The House unanimously agreed to 
recess until Thursday and leaders 
said that for an indefinite period 
three-day recess agreements would 
be sought on Mondays and Thurs- 
days. The plan is similar to that 
adopted by the Senate, which brings 
that chamber into perfunctory ses- 
sion twice a week until after the 
election. 

Although informed sources ex- 
pected no action until after the 
election, members of Congress re- 
maining in Washigton discussed a 
proposal of Senator Adams (Dem.), 
Colorado that a broad study of 
Government finances be made “to 
bring income an outgo more near- 
ly together.” 

He suggested “starting at both 
ends—cutting expeditur_. where we 
can and increasing revenues.”

HE men of the front were never 
ien to communicate this revela- 
tion to those Dehind the lines. 
Home on leave, they felt a curi- 
ous loneliness. They were partici- 
pants in an experience that they 
could not share, even with their 
wives. Even less could they 
share it with the men of the older 
generation, who had not descend- 
ed with them into hell, and found 
in that hell one single solace—the 
recognition of human brotherhood. 


The men of the front did not 
write the peace treaties nor did 
they form the social order which 
emerged after the war. That was 
left to the older and the cleverer, 
to the politicians and the elder 
statesmen, scrupulously fulfilling 
the “aims of the war’ as they had 
been set forth in documents or 
made in speeches, and distorting 
the stated aims to suit the exigen- 
cies of national interests. 


For the men of the front these 
aims had long since undergone 
transfiguration under fire. Their 
aim was a society that in some way 
reflected the greatest experience of 
that hell—the realization that the 
human race is all in the same 
boat; the comradeship of men who 
have been stripped of everything 
but the will to live; the rough, re- 
luctant recognition of the sacrificial] 
possibilities in the human soul; the 
knowledge of what really matters 
to mankind—brotherly affection 
and the simple things so easily tak- 
en for granted, health, and a warm 
dry bed, and cleanliness, and love, 
and children, and cooking, and the 
laconic word of some one who un- 
derstands.

HE world after the last war 
might have been rebuilt on the 
firmest of all foundations, on the 
internationalism of common hu- 
manity and common necessity; but 
the men of the front, although they 
were millions, could not be heard. 
Only the most gifted among them 
could* articulate their experience. 
The new order had already been 
formed behind their backs. They 
were themselves a kind of order, 
but not one integrated with the 
rest of society. They had some- 
thing to tell the world, and they 
tried to tell it. But they had ful- 
filled their role: 
a sufficient number of other men 
in opposite trenches, victory had 
been realized—or defeat. 


For a long time they clung to 
each other, in a kind of secret 
society in all countries. When they 
tried to tell outsiders—all those 
that had not been there—what they 
had found out, the outsiders, very 
soon, were bored. Their wives said, 
“You must forget all that, darling. 
The war is over, thank God.” Re- 
luctantly they were reabsorbed into 
civilian life, where they were the 
minority, the outsiders. Only a few 
who could not be absorbed, for 
whom the war had become a way 
of life, felt intense hostility to the 
unaware civilian society, the sense 
of comradeship turning into a com- 
radeship against society. They be- 
came gangsters and_ revolution- 
aries.

OW, in this war, something very 
remarkable has happened. For 
the first time in human history 
the front is not in lines or trenches 
—the front is in the street, in the 
garden, in the city, in the village. 
For the first time the trenches are 
whole nations, and in them whole 
populations: old men and young 
men, women and children, rich and 
poor, kings and commoners. For 
the first time in human history 
whole peoples are being initiated 
into the spirit of the front. Whole 
populations learn the lessons of 
that spirit—the lesson of a com- 
mon humanity, the lesson of what 
it is that really matters in this 
life. 

The result is amazing: Somerset 
Maugham expressed it in a triumph 
of understatement the other day: 
“People are nice.” H. G. Wells, 
that acid commentator on man’s 
weakness—on the race that “seems 
to have been given a mind only to 
go out of it’—grudgingly admits 
of his people, “They are rather 
noble.” 

Yes, that is the amazing revela- 
tion: The human race is a noble 
race. It is much better than it 
seems, in these long times when 
“getting and spending lay waste 
our powers.” Its spiritual ‘possibili- 
ties of fortitude, courage, co-op- 
eration, affection, voluntary dis-

‘DO WE NEED A HOLDING COMPANY? 


The Public Service Co. in recent months has_be- 


come the center of a rather unusual business deal 
Since the

that is now on the verge of completion. 


seriously affected by the transaction, it should have 
the closest scrutiny of the Public Service Commission 
before any contracts are signed. 
Briefly outlined, the deal contemplates the pur- 
chase of outstanding notes of the Public Service Co. 
from New York banks by the National City Lines of 
Chicago, a holding company. These notes may be 
converted into voting stock, and the Chicago com- 
pany contemplates purchasing them in such num- 
bers as to be in a position to gain actual control of 
the management of the St. Louis utility, should it 
elect to exercise the conversion privilege. 
So far. this sounds like the usual holding company 
set-up, which, in its essence, is nothing more than 
the purchase of securities so that other securities 
may be issued against them. What has St. Louis 
to gain from such an arrangement? The Public 
Service Co., since its reorganization, is in good shape. 
Its engineers know how to run an urban transport 
system. Its credit is adequate to its needs. It is in 
a favorable position to buy such new equipment as 
may be necessary. In short, we see no managerial 
function that a holding company should take over. 
National City Lines, however, seems to be rather 
an unusual holding company. For one thing, it has 
27 wholly owned subsidiaries. When a corporation 
owns 100 per cent of the stock of its operating com- 
panies, the usual temptations to bleed them natural- 
ly disappear. The National City Lines’ record indi- 
cates the services offered by its subsidiaries have 
been improved and fares have been reduced. 
Counsel for the corporation declares that the Pub- 
lic Service Co. notes are to be purchased purely as 
a matter of investment. Further, the corporation is 
ready to sign an agreement that it will not seek to 
collect a management fee from the St. Louis utility. 
There is no reason apparent now to doubt the sin- 
cerity of these declarations. But unlike National City 
operations elsewhere, the Public Service Co. would 
not become a wholly owned subsidiary if, once it ac- 
quired the bonds, this corporation took control. The 
situation then would be open to all the holding com- 
pany abuses. 
Perhaps this is only a possibility rather than a 
probability, but St. Louis has had unfortunate experi- 
ences with holding companies. The arrangements 
that National City has with certain bus, tire and 
fuel producers to assure that its subsidiaries purchase 
their products, and no others, may be proper. 
There can be no desire in this case, or in any 
other, to put obstacles in the way of a legitimate and 
honest attempt to make a satisfactory investment. 
But here the wider interest of the public must also 
be considered. It is, as we have said, hard to see 
how this can be served by a holding company. There 
is also the danger, immediate or remote, that the 
street cars may be taken from the engineers and 
given over to the stock jobbers. 
As a matter of fact, even if the National City did 
not exercise its conversion privilege, it would have no 
little influence over the operations of the local 
company. It could always hold over the head of the 
local management the possibility of taking over. 
Here is a matter that must have’ the most careful 
study of the Public Service Commission. It should 
convince itself not only that this transaction would 
have no adverse effect on the interests of St. Louis, 
but, further, that it would actually be beneficial.

AVAY FROM NAZI 


“Underground Railway” Helpf 
Fugitives Reach U. S.— 
Franz Werfel in Group. 


HOBOKEN, N. J., Oct. 14 (AP).— 
Ffiteen alien authors and the fami- 
lies of many of them arrived yester- 
day from Lisbon, apparently benefi- 
ciaries of a so-called “underground 
railway” delivering prominent 
scholars and writers from WNazi- 
dominated parts of Europe. 


Among them—arriving from Lis- 
bon aboard the Greek liner Nea 
Hellas—were Franz Werfel, author 
of “The 40 Days of Musa Dagh”; 
Heinrich an. Gottfried Mann, 
brother and son of Thomas Mann; 
Walther Victor, German novelist, 
and Hermann Budzislawski, former 
Berlin editor. 


Although they declined to talk 
about their methods of leaving 
Europe, Dr. Frank Kingdon, chair- 
man of the Emergency Rescue 
Committee, indicated the existence 
of an “underground railway” simi- 
lar to that used to smuggle slaves 
out of the South during Civil War 
days in thi country. 


“The committee has brought a 
few more than 100 persons wanted 
by the Nazis from Marseille to Lis- 
bon,” he said. “The gradual organ- 
ization of the German Gestapo 
throughout France gives us only 
three or four more weeks to do 
our work.” 


Werfel, arriving with his wife, 
Alma, said they took a car from 
Marseille, “walked a bit,” and were 
met by another automobile which 
took them to Barcelona. From 
there they flew to Lisbon. | 
Passengers aboard the ship said 
the couple walked across the Py- 


into Fran-e by refugees of the 
Spanish civil war. i 

“I have not been in a concentra- 
tion camp,” said Werfel, on whose 
head the Nazis have set a price 
because of his anti-Nazi writings, 
“but I suffered because my friends 
are in camps.” 

Another underground movement 
was discussed by Henri Gregoire, 
professor at Brussels University. 
The former editor of a World War 
underground paper, he said a new 
paper, Libre Belgique, has wide cir- 
culation despite Nazi surveillance. 

William J. Hopp, New York en- 
gineer, who has lived in Berlin for 
two years, said, “The Germans 
throw a smoke cloud over strategic 
points in Berlin whenever British 
planes come over.”

EVANGELICAL SYNOD 
CENTENNIAL MARKED 


10,000 at Forest Park Service 
Commemorating Founding 
of Church. 


More than 10,000 St. Louisans 
crowded into the Municipal Theater 
in Forest Park yesterday morning 
to observe the one .hundredth an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
Evangelical Synod of North 
America. 

Two years ago the synod joined 
forces with the Reformed Church 
and it is now known as the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church in 
America. It has a total member- 
ship of about 650,000. 

The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Louis W. Goebel of Chicago, 
president oft he combined church 
body. He traced the history of the 
church back to its roots in Ger- 
many, saying that its ideal had 
always been one of union. He said 
it was appropriate that the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed churches had 
recently merged. 

The Evangelical Church had its 
beginning in a meeting on Oct. 15, 
1840, in the frame parsonage of 
a church at Mehlville, Mo. Six pas- 
tors from this area attended the 
meeting, called by the Rev. Louis 
Nollau, and formed what was first 
known as Der Deutsche Evange- 
lische Kirchen-Verein des Westens. 
A service will be held at _ St. 
John’s Church at Mehlville tomor- 
row at 10 a. m, to commemorate 
this first meeting. The principal 
speaker will be the Rev. Otto Press 
of St. Louis, editor of Der Frie- 
densbote, one of the church’s Ger- 
man-language papers. 

A choir of 1000 under the direc- 

tion of Hugo Hagen sang at yes- 
terday’s service. The congrega- 
tion sang such songs as “God of 
Might, We Praise Thy Name” and 
“The Church’s One Foundation.” 
Scriptural readings were by the 
Rev. T. J. H-rrmann, pastor of St.

She’s Doing Her Bit for Britain's Cause 


Gertrude Lawrence, Here in Play, Devotes Daytime Hours t

ERTRUDE LAWRENCE is 
G head over the glass heels of her 
size five pumps in work these 
days. What with nightly perform- 
ances and matinees of “Skylark,” in 
which she is touring and in which 
she opens tonight at the American 
Theater, she is burning the candle 
of her energy at both ends by add- 
ing daytime chores for the British 
War Relief. Scorning the accepted 
method of money-raising—the entre- 
acte speech asking for donations— 
as no hardship on herself, Miss 
Lawrence has been placing herself 
behind a department store counter 
in the cities she has visited, doing 
her own peddling of vanity and 
cigarette cases, lapel pins and lip- 
sticks, all embossed with the Brit- 
ish coat-of-arms. Proceeds from the 
sales of these items are used to 
provide assistance to needy Eng- 
lish refugee children. 

“As an English woman I have 
pledged myself to do my bit in the 
Battle of Britain,” Gertrude Law- 
rence explained over a platter of 
Swedish pancakes, which went 
slightly soggy with neglect, as she 
talked of the war and its horrors. 
“I feel that this is not a war to end 
all wars, but a war to end all worlds 
if the British don’t win. The least 
I can do to help is donate my day- 
light hours in an effort to raise 
money for the purchase of ambu- 
lances, food and clothing for those 
people who are laying down their 
lives in the British cause.” 

Showing the strain of working 
nights in the theater and days in 
the department stores as a sales- 
girl, Gertrude Lawrence is much 
thinner than she was when I inter- 
viewed her last year during her 
tour with “Susan and God.” There 
are deep circles under her eyes and 
her infectious gayety she now re- 
serves for the comedy scenes in 
“Skylark.” She talks of little else 
but the war, and worries herself 
through sleepless nights with think- 
ing of the outcome of what she 
calls “this bloody mess.” 

“The spirit of the British people, 
as I see it through the letters I 
receive from England, is what 
touches me most,” Miss Lawrence 
explained. “For instance, let me 
tell you of a friend of mine, a wom- 
an in the autumn of her years who 
has led a horsey sort of existence, 
if you know what I mean, hunting, 
bridge, trips to Paris, all the things 
a well-to-do woman would indulge 
in to occupy her time. Well, for 
weeks now this woman has been in 
uniform, with a tin helmet and a 
bicycle, as a member of a fire- 
fighting brigade. 

“Recently, she broke an arm dur- 
ing an air raid, and what do you 
thing her comment was in a letter 
I have just received? She described 
the broken arm as ‘a. bloody nuis-

“Private Lives” in summer theater 
with the proceeds going to the Brit- 
ish Relief. And in addition to sell- 
ing vanities and lipsticks, pins and 
cigarette cases on tour with her 
current play, she is now endeavor- 
ing to organize Gertrude Lawrence 
Chapters of the American Theater 
Wing for British War Relief in 
whatever towns on her tour permit 
a stay of a week.

“When you’re winning, you don’t 
take in partners,” she smiled. 

Miss Lawrence thinks England’s 
trump card is the spirit of the 
English people. 

“England,” she says, “knows just 
what to expect from Hitler, but 
Hitler doesn’t know what to ex- 
pect from England. He doesn’t 
understand the unity of the Eng- 
lish people, their ability to cope 
with anything, with little com- 
plaint. And.if Hitler thinks that 
the English people will ever give 
up their King and Queen, he is 
wrong. The behavior of the royal 


family in this present war has 
strengthened the throne. It is now 
‘King and Kinsman’ in England 


instead of ‘King and Loyal Sub- 
ject.’ ”

The calmness of the English peo- 
ple in the face of air raids is a 
source of considerable pride to her. 

“Just how calm we are,” she 
explained, “is reflected in the be- 
havior of the animals—what ani- 
mals are left. The people sleep 
through the air raids and so do 
their pet dogs and other pet ani- 
mals. I have had several letters 
from a friend of mine who has a 
small private zoo and he continues 
to marvel at the fact that his pets 
will cringe at thunder or at the 
backfire of an automobile, but they 
sleep peacefully through the air 
raids. You see the animals feel, in- 
stinctively, as their masters do.” 

For her duties and efforts in war 
relief, Miss Lawrence has simpli- 
fied her wardrobe. She now sticks 
mainly to suits and little jockey 
caps. For this interview she wore 
a dark wool jacket with plaid skirt, 


a black jockey cap and black pumps 


with plastic glass heels. Her only 
jewelry was her wide platinum 
wedding band and a British War

Walking for Health

many times have I heard that! 

Anyone with two strong legs can 
get out and walk, and I don’t know 
of a better allround, year-round ex- 
ercise. It doesn’t cost anything, it 
is not too strenuous or straining, 
and you can keep at it for a long 
time without getting tired. 

Walking relieves congestion due 
to long sitting, it stimulates the cir- 
culation, brings color to the cheeks. 
The girl with a pale, pasty com- 
plexion looks more alivé and glow- 
ing after a brisk walk in the open. 
Walking is a pleasant diversion, 
too; you see places and things and 
people, and are refreshed mentally 
as well as physically. 

For your walks, wear well-fitting 
low-heeled shoes with thick soles; if 
the shoes or stockings don’t fit, 
blisters may be the penalty. Avoid 
round garters. Wear light but 
warm clothing. 

If you don’t like to walk, it may 
be because you walk badly, with 
unnecessary movements that tire 
you needlessly. The correct way to 
walk is efficient and graceful: stand 
straight, but not stiffly so; hips

well forward,* abdomen flat, head 
and chest up. Swing the leg from 
the hip in a moderately long, easy 
stride; swing your arms, too, if you 
like. Don’t try to “walk a chalk 
line,” putting -ach foot down di- 
rectly in front of the other. Try to 
walk as if you’re treading a narrow 
plank, feet not too widely separated 


but swinging easily past each other. 

Don’t move from side to side 
with each step, and don’t swing 
your hips so that your skirt swishes 
like a dog’s tail. Don’t bob up and 
down with each step—this is tiring. 
Don’t come down on your heels 
with a jar. Don’t keep your knees 
bent, and don’t lift your foot up 
with each step as if you’re walking 
in deep mud. Just swing along at 
a smooth even gait, letting the leg 
move from the hips, pendulum- 
fashion, 

Walk briskly, and look for dirt 
paths instead of pavements, if you 
want to save wear and tear on your 
feet. And find little hills to climb, 
for extra exercise. 

Walk two to four miles a day. If 
it’s too far for you to walk to work, 
for example, walk part of the way 
before you hop your bus. 

H something prevents your daily 
walk, do your “walking” at home 
before an open window. Standing in 
one spot, lift your feet up and put 
them down in exaggerated walking 
movements, swinging the arms. Do 
this for a few minutes and then 
rest.

Three 
trumps are not enough for the 
jump raise of an original bid, but a 
vulnerable overcall, even at the 
one level, announces at least five 
winners and is almost always 
based on a five-card or longer 
trump suit. (If you bid two spades, 
two diamonds or two clubs take 30 
points demerit; three diamonds or 
three: clubs, 20 points; one or two 
no trump, 40 points; four spades, 15 
points; pass, 60 points).

1. East tries a far-fetched trap 
pass against the no trump bid, hop- 
ing that some number of no trump 
will be the final contract. A very 
remote possibility, considering his 
own freak distribution. 

2. East’s trap has turned into a 
boomerang. Having lost the chance 
to bid at a low level he now makes 
a “stab” to save game. 

3. Too many players would bid 
five spades at this point. The pass 
is a model of proper bidding tactics 
and technique. South knows that 
North will realize he is not passing 
in fear. His previous strong bid- 
ding speaks for itself. Therefore 
this must be a forcing pass, to 
allow North to choose between a 
double and a five spade bid. 

It is interesting to note that, on 
good defense, South could not have 
made five spades. With a diamond 
opening and a diamond return, 
South would have had to lose a 
trump trick, in addition to the club 
ace and the first diamond trick. 

The five diamond contract met a 
horrible fate. East was unable to 
win a single trick in the dummy 
and had to be content with one club 
and five trump tricks. 

The 900-point penalty was a fit- 
ting reward for South’s shrewd 
pass.

TATISTICS are notorious for 

several things and few people

And yet the figures in the census 
are of fundamental usefulness in 
every field of government, includ- 
ing public health. If you read the 
famous third chapter of Macau- 
lay’s “History of England,” you will 
find that nobody knew even how 
many people lived in England in 
1665. How then could they know 
what diseases were prevalent, the 
proportion of deaths to births, the 
common causes of death—much less 
how to combat them? Vital statis- 
tics are really very vital. 


The study of longevity reveals 
some queer facts. Women in the 
United States live on an average 
about four years longer than men. 
The average longevity of the men 
is now about 61 years; of women 
about 65. 

When you are born in the United 
States your expectation of life is
